Litde To Show 


UUST the visit to Britain 


of Marshal Bulganin ond 
‘Mr Khrushchev be written 
off oa n futile wante of time 
and effort? Not entirely, we 
bolieve. It was never ex- 
pected to produce dramatic 
figreements or formulae for 
the immedinte settlement of 
outstanding international 
problems. 

One of Sir Anthony iden's 
Intetions behind his 
original invitation to the 
Soviet leadera was to create 
an opportunity for dis- 
covering, in an atmosphere 
free of propaganda, just 
what the rulers of Russia 
meant by co-existence, 
whether or not there was 
any hope for thextbility in 
tho Soviet attitude towards 
disurmament, nnd tuo what 
extent Russia was prepared 
ty help compose the Middle 
Kast situation, 

There is renson to believe that 
iu the course of their frank 
exchange of views, the Hri- 
tish Prime Minister hus bad 
some oof the questions 
anawered and that he now 
possesses no much clearer 
iden of the lines along which 
the Soviet lenders think and 
upon which Russian policy 
is framed. Vhe knowledge 
may not bring solutions to 
international problems ap- 
preciably nearer, but it 
nasiste in the task of assess- 
ing Sovict Intentions, 

OME regret has already 

been expressed in’ London 
at the failure tu date to 
narrow differences of 
opinion, but as the talks 
were designed to be explora. 
tory, anything approaching 
a unification of concepts 
could not be expected, But 
it may be assumed there 
has been a considerable 
clarifying of viewpoints, 
and to this extent the dis- 
cussions have served ft 
purpose. 

For the = most the 
behaviour and public 
speeches of the two visiters 
have been exemplary. Mr 
Khrushchev owas rather 
tuctless when he boasted 
about Russia's ability to 
drop a hydrogen bomb from 
an aeroplane, but equally 
tactless was Mr Gaitskell’s 
questi na about freeing 
Soclal Democrats in Russia 
and the satellite countries 
at a function which was 
certain to be reported, Mr 
Gaitskell could quite easily 
have dune his probing in 
private and might, as n re- 
sult, have been accorded a 
more gracious and en- 
couraging hearing, 

Apart from that incident, the 
Soviet leaders appear to 
have displayed ready willing- 
nesa to Hsten to the views 
and opinions of — other 
people, Significantly they 
apent an hour last night dis- 
cussing disarmament with 
Mr Harold Stassen, the 
American representative on 
the UN disarmament sub- 
committee. 
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diplomatic history.

Selecting the right club ts SO 
important because if there is 
any feeling of not being able to 
get the ball up quickly enough 
a reooping ction will creep in. 

This Is tu be avoided at all 
costs, Otherwise the wrists will 
use up their power carly In the 
downswing and the club will 
Invarinbly catch the sand behind 
the bell, 

Immediately this happens 
distance will be lost—the very 
thing we are trying to gain. So 
if you want distance, remember 
—hall first and then the sand, 

Now for the second type of 
bunker, the shot from oa trap 
fhround the green. 

These 1 divide into two kinds: 


A. The Splash Shot, which is 
used when the ball ls lying 


fairly well, 

B—The Explosion Shot, for 
when the bail is buried or 
plugged in soft sand. 

THE SPLASH SHOT. So long 
ns the sand Js reasonably soft use 
a sind iron, If it is very wet 
or hard use a No. 9 fron. 


FIRM FEET 


Take up a slightly open stance 
(left foot behind right). Mate 
sure the feet are firmly planted 
in the sand. Play the ball 
opposite the left foot. Hold the 
blade slightly open.

Aim at hitting two Inches 
behind the ball again, but with 
more of a downward blow so os 
to make sure of getting under 
the bottom of the ball. 


With the blade held more 
squarely the club will tend to dig 
hto the sund and curtai} the 
follow-through . 

One often encounters s¢ml- 
explosion shots when the ball Js 
lying down but not buried. All 
the bunker work in the Ryder 
Cup match at Thunderbird was 
of this type as the bunkers had 
been treated with a two-inch 
deep rake.

The technique was only 
silghtly different from that 
which we are used lo and the
